Colket, Presldent of the Germuntown
and Norristown Rallroad Company, who wis
present in the interost of his oM pRnY, (s
tloned the witnoss (Mr, Vaughan) regarding the
rate of speed ol whicn the ears run through Lhe
cily, and stiated that just enougly speed woas ob-
tained to prevent cllldren from getting on
CATE,

In anfdwer 1o questions put by Mr, Collzert,
the witness stated that he was aware that
Ninth sireet was curbed on each skie of the
rullroad track to prevent vehleles from crosss
log the track belween the cross sirocots, sod
@150, that the streets that Intersect the rallrond
cross the latter on o level with the same, and
also that the adlroad Company purchased the
ground over which the ears run,

Mr, Colket then made a stulement that the
Germantown and Norrlstown Ballrosd basd
killed less people doring s existence than
many passenger rallways have within o fow
years past.

The wituess, in answer to another question by
Mr, Colkert, ns o whether he considered the
danger greater with cars drown through the
city with locomotives thnn with horses, stated
thnt he considered the stone tralns that camae
thundering Into the ¢ily, without elther steam
or horses connected with thew, more dungers
ous than eliber steam or hOrse cars,

The witness stated that o owos a house on
Ninth street, for which he receives only twelve
dollors per month, and If the same house was
on Tenth streel, or on Elghth strect, ated be-
tween Lhe same streets, he could getl foar hun-
